THE SOUTH AND THE TARIFF. 
In his plea last week for support by 





Southern Senators of certain amend- 
ments to the cotton schedule of the 
tariff bill Senator Aldrich took the 


ground that the time is near when the 


textile industry will be of far more im- 
portance to the South than to the North, 
and said: 

I appeal to you directly to vote for this 
bill—to look to this question as affecting the 
prosperity of your The time will 
come when the South will be found standing 
shoulder to shoulder with the North in an 
effort to perpetuate this great industry.

In more than one instance during the 
present tariff revision Southern Sena- 
tors have spoken and voted in the inter- 
est of not merely their own section, but 
of the whole country. It was so in the 
case of iron ore; it was so in the case 
of lumber. In the matter of textile 
goods the South has during the past 10 
or 15 years gained greater and greater 
importance in the manufacture of the 
coarser stuffs, and is rapidly advancing 
to higher grades. ‘Time and again alarm 
has been expressed in New England at 
this progress of the Southern mills, and 
divers campaigns against the Southern 
mills have been based upon this alarm, 
although the purely economic reason has 
been kept in the background. The Man- 
UFACTURERS’ Recorp has all along con- 
tended that as long as the cotton mills 
of the United States are consuming less 
than 40 per cent. of the cotton grown in 
the United States, there is plenty of 
room for expansion in the textile in- 
dustry in all parts of the country, and 
that the natural evolution would be for 
the New England mills to devote more 
and more of their energies to the manu- 
facture of finer goods. If a stiffening 
of the tariff rates is necessary for that, 
it should be effected, provided the sched- 
ules protecting other grades of goods 
shall be maintained. The point to be 
emphasized just at this moment is that 
Southern Senators should see to it that 
the interest in the South on the part of 





Senator Aldrich shall not be permitted 
to be diminished when the new tariff 
bill gets into the conference committee, 
and that the benefits which have been 
gained for the South in the open session 
of the Senate shall not be found among 
the missing when the bill has become a 
law. The conference committee is, after 
all, the body which shall determine 
what the new tariff shall be.

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ITALIAN COLONISTS. 

A phase of the plan, in which the 
Italian Government has been directly 
interested for four or five years, of colo- 
nizing Italians in the South came to the 
surface last week in a dispatch from 
New York, of course, to the effect that 
an Italian syndicate will establish two 
agricultural colonies in Texas; that the 
syndicate organized last winter at 
Milan, Italy, will furnish two-thirds of 
the $1,000,000 fund required for the 
scheme, and that the balance has been 
subscribed by Texas capitalists, headed 
by the Italian consular agent at Gal- 
veston. The report from New York had 
this concluding sentence :

While the report speaks of importing the 
first 200 families, it does not make a secret 
of the fact that the main object is to relieve 
the congestion of the Italian districts in the 
big cities like New York, Pittsburg, Chicago 
and Boston. 

In confirming the general report, Cap- 
tain Nicolino, the Italian Consul at Gal- 
veston, was quoted as follows: 


There is a mistake in it, however, where 
it says that the main object of this coloniza 
tion scheme is to relieve the congestion of 
the Italian colonies in cities of the North 
and East. That will come after a while. 
The immigrants to compose these two colo- 
will come direct from Italy, over an 
Italian steamship line, and will comprise 200 
families, which will give about 1000 persons 
altogether. They will be divided into two 
colonies up in Middle Texas. An Italian 
syndicate has purchased some 62,000 acres 
of land for that purpose, and there will be 
an expenditure of about $1,000,000 before the 
work is finished. About one-third of the 
money will be provided by Texas capitalists ; 
the balance has been furnished by a syndi- 
cate organized last winter in Milan and pre- 
sided over by Luigi Luzatti, former Minister 
of Finance in the Italian Cabinet.

Natives of the north of Italy accus- 
tomed to agriculture and coming to this 
country with the determination to be- 
come part and parcel of its people, and 
coming, too, without the assistance of 
the Italian Government, would be excel- 
lent additions to the population of the 
South. Some of them have already set- 
tled in the South and are participating 
to their own benefit in its agricultural 
But it must be borne in mind 
that the great bulk of immigration from 
Italy in recent years in which the Ital- 
ian Government has been interested has 
come from Sicily and the towns of 
Southern Italy, and that it is composed 
of a class that has naturally congested 
in some of the largest cities in the east- 
ern part of the United States. That 
class is not concerned about the future 
of the United States and does not adapt 
itself readily to any of our institutions. 
In view of the prospect of this latest 
immigration scheme finally taking the 
turn of relieving the congestion of the 
great cities and also the congestion of 
Italy, it may be suggested that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, instead 
of permitting any division of any of its

Some idea of how New England manu 


facturers regard the business prospects 


can be gained from the vast amount of 
‘in provements being made, It is estimated 
that the contracts for enlarging old plants 
and erecting new ones in the States of 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Maine and 
New Hampshire will amount to consider 
ably more than $50,000,000 

This covers improvements and construc 


tion of new textile, paper manufacturing 


and wire goods plants. As far as I can 
learn, these improvements now in construc 
tion and contracted for since January 1 
greatly exceed those of last year, and have 
not been equaled in many years past, 


In Worcester, Mass., there is in course 
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of construction a wire goods plant whose 
total floor space will be 110,000 feet. The 
Worcester Pressed Steel Co. and the Spen- 
cer Wire Co. are improving their equip- 
ment, and will soon be increasing their 
forces. 

Connecticut also seems to share the gen- 
erally improved conditions. 

It is a rare exception to hear of a plant 
operating on half or reduced time. One 
of the leading manufacturers of Worcester 
said today: “The increase in our equip- 
ment was necessary to meet the demands 
of trade. We are preparing for more busi- 
ness, and everything seems to indicate that 
we will get it.” 

This seems to be the general point of 
view, and this point of view is being 
backed by good hard cash invested in im- 
provements.

With the revival of railroad construction 
and industrial activities, signs of which are 
already seen, it will be impossible for mu- 
nicipalities to carry out their improvement 
work except at a higher cost than at pres- 
ent. There is an advancing tendency of 
prices, and there will soon be an advancing 
tendency of wages. In order to get the 
best results for the least expenditure of 
all communities needing improvements in 
the way of water-works, sewerage systems 
or extension of existing plants, public 
buildings, street and road building, should 
get to work immediately. Fortunately, 
there is a widening demand for city, town 
and county securities, so that every hon- 
estly managed community with a good 
financial history has no difficulty in being 
able to sell its bonds to advantage. The 
financial situation at present makes it 
feasible to secure better prices for bonds 
than would be possible if the whole coun- 
try was enjoying a great business boom 
as it did prior to the summer of 1907, be- 


cause as business increases capital is in 





greater demand and higher prices must be 
paid for money. There is thus a double 


reason why municipal work should be 


taken up promptly. On the one hand, it 
can be done to much better advantage and 
at a lower cost than when business is 
rushing, and on the other hand, bonds 
can be sold at a higher price than they 
would probably bring if there was great 
business activity. There are thus two 
points of saving to be considered in favor 
of doing work now.” 

All of which is so patent as to acquire 
nothing more than the bare statement of 
the condition to carry conviction. It 
should be taken closely to account by every 
community in the South lacking the very 
essentials of public equipment and by 
those, too, which have passed beyond that 
stage but still have posibilities undevel- 
oped. In Charleston we yet lack an ade- 
quate sewerage system, which is one of the 
essentials of health and comfort to any 
community. On the twenty-ninth of this 
month the question will be submitted to 
the electorate of Charleston whether they 
will authorize an issue of bonds sufficient 
to carry through such a work.

One road operating from Kansas City to the Gulf of Mexico reports that there were 
invested last year along its line $2,868,080 in agricultural undertakings, $11,156,835 
in city and town improvements of various kinds, $4,035,482 in industrial enterprises, 
$12,990,578 in transportation and immigration work and $1,185,800 in mercantiie 
lines and in banking, a total of more than $32,000,000. A railroad in Tennessee 32 
miles long, which has been in operation only 17 months, is rapidly building up a traffic 
in farm and forest products, and is aiding the growth of a number of new towns, This 
growth of communities following railroad construction is manifest also in Georgia, 
where, for instance, a town of SOO inhabitants has developed in 18 months from a single 
farmhouse. <A line in North Carolina, built originally for marketing long-leaf pine 
lumber, is now 60 miles long, and is handling tobacco, cotton and early vegetables 
raised on the cut-over lands.

It is my observation that there is a growing change of feeling among the 
better class of the people toward railroads, and those who are thinking men are being 
aroused to the danger of placing the lawmaking power in the hands of incompetent and 
partisan men. Public sentiment is the ruling power, and when a united effort is made 
1 believe our best men can be elected to our Legislature, and that they will remove the 
incubus which is casting a gloom over our State and will set the wheels turning again 
and prosperity and renewed vigor will be given to every worthy business enterprise. 
Alabama is rich in all things which nature can bestow, and at one time was proudly 
leading the South in the grand march to wealth and power. The march is not ended, 
and the resources are not exhausted. They are only in waiting for the word to be given 
that they will be protected in their rights. The National Congress is now debating the 
question of tariff. A great deal depends on what they do, and the sooner final action is 
had, the more quickly the tide of prosperity will turn this way. The vast lumber busi- 
ness of South Alabama and Mississippi is only waiting to adjust itself to the new order 
of things.

‘These go out in answer to inquiries concerning the South and 
to real-estate agents throughout the country who are operating in our Southern terri- 
tory. Lam now collecting data for the compilation of a pamphlet concerning the possi 
bilities of reclaimed land in the vicinity of New Orleans. The reclaiming of such a 
vast acreage of swamp land is a tremendous undertaking, but New Orleans is destined 
te become a large city, and I believe that both the prairie and timber swamp land of 
Louisiana is all going to be drained, and that they will be in demand in the near future. 
I may say this: So far as the strawberry and yegetable industry is concerned along 
the line of the Illinois Central in the South, last year we shipped 1126 carloads of vege 
tables from Crystal Springs, Miss., a station from which not a bushel was shipped 30 

ars ago. We now ship trainloads every day of strawberries and yegetables from 
points along our line in Mississippi and Louisiana. We also ship 2000 gallons of milk 
per day from Hammond to New Orleans. This is an industry that has sprung up within 
the last 10 years.

Fifty-one 
miles of this line, extending from Wichita Falls to Seymour, were built in the early 
nineties, and the extension from Wichita Falls to Byers, 32 miles, was built during the 
early part of the present century. The extension from Seymour to Abilene was com- 
meneed in June, 1906, and completed the same year. The territory contiguous to this 
line is equal to the same distance of agricultural land in any country. Practically 
every mile from Byers to the Brazos River is susceptible of cultivation. The soil right 
up to the banks of the Brazos River on both sides is excellent farming land, and sus- 
ceptible of thorough and dense cultivation. From the south bank of the Brazos River 
to Abilene a continuous furrow can be plowed, with the exception of a few small 
streams which the road crosses. This part of the line was without transportation facili- 
ties until 1906 except at Stamford, where the Texas Central was crossed. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the products-of the farm and the requirements of the farmer 
had to be hauled at great expense, the development was far in advane of many other 
sections in this and other States, which were located on railroads. Two towns of over 
2000 population and one of over 1200 were established before the road was built or 
even thought of. ‘These towns trebled in population since the completion of the road. 
There is no better index to the character of the country than the facts I have just 
cited ; that is, the country was settled far in advance of the prospect of a railroad. The 
principal crop in the territory served by this line is cotton, of which between 85,000 
and 100,000 bales represents a normal crop at the present time. The other crops of 
considerable yolume are wheat, oats, Indian and kaffir corn and milo maize, the climatic 
and soil conditions being favorable for abundant yields of these cereals. Manufactur- 
ing is at present confined to flour mills and cottonseed-oil mills. Four flour mills and 
six cottonseed-oil mills are now located on this line, and in addition thereto four com 


presses are located on the line. 


POPULATION INCREASING. 

T. J. Anderson, general passenger agent the Galveston, Harrisburg & San Antonio 
Ra‘lway Co., Houston, Texas: 

We are placing on an extra train to take care of our business between San Antonio 
and Del Rio, as we have had a large increase in the population in that section of the 
country in the last three years. Mesquite is rapidly disappearing, and in its place can 
be seen in all directions large cotton and corn fields. The new settlers are well pleased 
and doing well, and Southwest Texas is destined to be the garden spot of the Lone Star 
State. Large tracts of land are being acquired by homeseekers from the East, West 
and Northwest. 

TEN MONTHS’ SHIPMENTS. 

C. L. Fontaine, general freight and passenger agent “The Wichita Falls Route,” 
Wichita Falls, Texas: 7 

With reference to the development in the territory surrounding Wichita Falls, I 
beg to state that the building of the Wichita Falls & Northwestern Railway was begun 
in April, 1907, was completed to Frederick, Okla., a distance of 51 miles, on November 
16, 1907. The Wichita Falls & Southern Railway, extending from Wichita Falls to 
Newcastle, Texas, a distance of 56 miles, was begun December 1, 1907, and completed 
in May, 1908. As an indication of the development of this country, I beg to advise 
you that from July 1, 1908, until April 1, 1909, there were shipped to points on these 
two lines, with an aggregate mileage of 107 miles, over 900 cars of commercial lumber. 
There were shipped from points on these lines about 40,000 bales of cotton and about 
1600 cars of grain. 

LUMBERING INCREASING. 

Ik. P. Kinzel, superintendent of the Virginia-Carolina Railway Co., Abingdon, Va. : 

The Virginia-Carolina Railway is in its infancy, and its business continues to grow. 
The fringe of the Appalachian forests has just been touched. Our lumber mills are 
increasing their capacity, and the prospects for this year’s business are exceedingly 
bright. The company is sending to the farmers along the line of the railroad literature 
calling attention to the money to be made in the raising of cabbage, potatoes, onions, 
ete., for shipment, especially to Southern markets. The farmers around Rural Retreat 
and points on both sides have made and are making good profit on this business. This 
business has grown from a few million pounds, 10 or 15 years ago, to 25,000,000 to 
35,000,000 pounds per season. This company is very anxious for the farmers along its 
line to go into this business, and to that end have arranged with the N. & W. and 
Southern railways for very low freight rates to Southern points via Abingdon and 
Bristol.

shipped. There are flour mills in operation at Walkers, Mt. Solon, Mossy Creek, 
Bridgewater, Dayton, Penn Laird and Inglewood. Piling and lumber are shipped from 
Mt. Solon in considerable quantities ; also live-stock. Hay is shipped from nearly every 
station on the line, mostly to the Carolinas. Brick is made at Bridgewater, Dayton 


and Harrisonburg to supply demand at nearby points, but there is an unlimited supply 


of material for the manufacture of fire-brick, tile, ete., at Stokesville, Bridgewater and 
McGaheysville awaiting capital to develop. At Bridgewater are also a quantity of 
cement rock and some fine specimens of onyx, either of which might prove attractive 
to capital seeking profitable investment There are numerous points at which good 
water-power can be obtained at small expense At Bridgewater is a small factory 


manufacturing garden plows, also a building material (wood) factory, both of which 
furnish considerable traffic for our line The Fravel sash and door factory, located on 
our line at Harrisonburg, is quite a large concern, and ships to many points beyond 
our line. The farmers in our section are all well to do, but, with the exception of hay, 
their crops are largely consumed at home. Apples are shipped in quantities from sev
